1. This Change Transmittal issues changes to reflect updates to Business 
Class air travel. These changes updated the regulations that will allow 
business class eligible travelers to use the lowest upgradable coach fare if 
they agree to use their points to pay for business class travel. Also, 
Uniform was deleted from each CT line.
